(a) Support for the addition of the word "vehicle" to claims 17-22, the addition of the 
wording "shaped as a gasoline tank" in claims 17 and 27, and the deletion of the word 
"conventional and wording "or body shell", both occurrences, in Claim 22, is found at at least Col. 
1, lines 66-67, and Figures 1-5 and 8-10; 

(b) Support for the addition of the wording "performs the function of* and the deletion of 
the wording "acts as" in claim 20 is found at at least Col. 2, line 4; 

(c) Support for the addition of the wording "so that said illumination member illuminates a 
surrounding area associated with the vehicle" in claim 22 is found at at least Col. 2, lines 34-37; 

(d) Support for the addition of the wording "wherein said front half portion is closest to a 
fi-ont area of a vehicle associated with said body member" in claim 23 is found at at least Col. 6, 
lines 17-26 and Figure 2; and 

(e) Support for the addition of the wording "at least a partially transparent" in claim 26 is 
found at at least Col. 6, lines 45-51 and Figure 7.
